A d m ir a l W a lk e r L o u d iu h is P r a is e s o f 
th e C rew . 
N ew Y ork. July 30th.—The squadron of 
evolution, which has been cruising in 
foreign waters for the last eight months, 
dropped anchor in Gravesend bay last 
niaht. 
The tirst appreciative patriots to welcome 
the three handsome ships home were at 
Ocean Grove, and as they passed the sum ­ 
m er pleasure seekers on the beach the Chi­ 
cago, A tlanta and Boston went through 
some of the evolutions they have had ex­ 
tensive practice in since November. The 
people at L -ug Branch also had a chance 
to see the ships drill. 
The progress of the 
squadron toward and beyond Sandy Hook 
was slow, as the air was somewhat smoky 
and the navigators probably did not wish 
to run any risk. 
The Chicago, which is the flagship, led the 
Boston and A tlanta up the coast ’and into 
Gravesend bay. She dropped anchor at 
10:45, extinguished the side and foretop 
lights and displayed theanehor lights The 
Boston and A tlanta followed suit 
Then 
Admiral W alker began signaling orders to 
the other ships by electric lights, and an­ 
swering flashes came from the Boston 
and A tlanta. 
The electrical conversation 
ceased in a few minutes, and the squadron 
went to sleep. 
T heship3 came up to quarantine this 
morning and were inspected. They come 
from Rio Janeiro, a port seldom free of 
yellow fever. There have been three deaths 
since the squadron left home. The crews 
were not allowed to go ashore at any port 
in Brazil. 
Adm iral W alker was seen by a reporter 
this afternoon, and in conversation was en­ 
thusiastic over the crews. 
H e took occa­ 
sion to deny emphatically the stories that 
have been printed here from tim e to time 
of disaffection in the squadron, troubles 
among the officers, etc. 
He said be never 
had been on a cruise that was so entirely 
free from anything like dissatisfaction or 
disturbance on board of vessels. 
Of course, 
in a squadron containing 1,50U officers and 
men under military restrictions inevitable 
offenses m ust occasionally occur, and of 
course the penalties were inflicted 
B ut no 
serious offenses were committed and no 
penalties that could be described as severe. 
The squadron was received abroad with 
the utmost kindness and courtesy. 
We 
were iu fact, added the Adm iral, feted from 
the m om ent we dropped anchor at Lisbon 
until we left the M editerranean station, 
and at Rio Janeiro feting was continued 
with redoubled zeal. The Brazilians in ­ 
deed construed our coming as a special 
honor, and could not sufficiently express 
their appreciation of it.

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THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


The special message of President H arri­ 
son to the Congress of the United States 
this week is a rare document, for it is a 
most unusual thing for a President to ad­ 
dress the National Legislature upon any 
■social evil question. 
His communications 
are almost entirely confined to political, 
international 
and 
financial questions. 
President Harrison’s message on the lot­ 
tery evil is, therefore, of unusual charac­ 
ter and rare in its scope and direction. 
But it is a message that will win from the 
great mass of the American people a 
hearty “Amen” in response. 
The President assumes the position that 
a 8tate chartering a lottery may not be 
interfered with if the vice of its act is 
confined to the limits of the State bounda­ 
ries and the use of its State agencies, but 
that it cannot utter a word of protest, 
worthy of any consideration, against the 
refusal of the Government to permit the 
mails to be made the avenues and agencies 
for carrying on the nefarious business. 
The postal machinery is governmental; a 
State has no power over it, no greater in­ 
terest in it than any other member of the 
Federal Union, and cannot, with any show 
of reason, claim the right to make it the 
vehicle for the transmission of matter con­ 
demned by the common judgment of man­ 
kind as vicious and demoralizing. 
Since it would be practically impossible 
for the lottery companies to exist if the 
mails were closed against them, and since 
the policy of the United States has been,

high degree. 
Mr. Crawford did well to 
decline the dusty cushion of a university 
chair, for with his linguistic knowledge, if 
only in reading capacity, he will add more 
to the world’s store of knowledge and to 
the pleasures of American readers while 
he continues to write than he possibly 
could do for his day by descanting before 
classes of students upon the laws of lan­ 
guages. Great linguists are not many, it 
is true, but they are more plentiful than 
are fine writers of fiction who are able to 
explore the literature of many tongues. 
Mr. Crawford is a notable example of one 
of the latter class, and the fact accounts, 
in a large measure, for the charm of his 
writing.

and all the couples were residente of Chi­ 
cago. The Herald declares that it was not 
a very good day for licenses either, as the 
■weather was sultry, and in the afternoon 
there was a rainstorm of much severity. 
Theu, too, there was an unusual absence 
of ministers and justices from the city on 
that day, so that many couples desiring to 
be united by their favorite clergyman post­ 
poned the taking of the license until the 
early vacation season is over; so that un­ 
der more favorable circumstances the list 
would have footed up two hundred licenses 
issued. 
On the same day only seven de- 
rees of divorce were entered by the Chi­ 
* go Courts. Subtracting the matrimonial

EDICTS. 


H old Any L and 
F o rb id d en to 
in R ussia. 
London, July 30th.—The Times says: The 
Russian Government has ordered the ap­ 
plication of the edicts of 1882 against the 
Jews. 
These edicts hitherto have been 
held in abeyance. According to them the 
Jews must henceforth reside in certain 
towns only. 
None will be permitted to 
own land or hire it for agricultural pur­ 
poses. The order includes within its scope 
towns and bundled of villages that have 
large Jewish populations. No Jew will be 
allowed to hold shares in or work in the 
mines. 
The law limiting the residence of 
the Jews ro sixteen provinces will be en­ 
forced. No Hebrew will be allowed to en­ 
ter the army, or practice medicine or law, 
be an engineer or enter any other profes­ 
sion. 
They will also be debarred from 
holding posts under the Government. The 
enforcement of the edicts will result in the 
expulsion of over 1,000,000 Jews tiom the 
country.

8A5ITAEY INSPECTOR STAKE WANTS 
A THOKOUGH INQUIRY

A t yesterday’B special meeting of the City 
Board of Traa.e s the chief subject con­ 
sidered was that relating to matters con­ 
nected with the duties of Building and 
Sanitary Inspector Starr, which have been 
the Bubject of criticism of late. Because 
of these criticisms Mr. Starr had sent to the 
Board the following communicatic.n, which 
was read by the Mayor : 
Sacramento, July 30,1890. 
Tv the Honorable Board of City 31 ustecs—Gen- 
tlkm kn: In an article, publi.-héd in the Dad]/ 
Bee of July 25th, and beaded "No r xense for 
the Rich, I am charged with truckling to the 
rich and forcing poor people to obev the sani­ 
tary regulations, while the influential and 
wealthy do just as they please. It also states 
that the facts will show it to be true. I now 
ask, in justice to myself, a strict investigation 
oí the acts of m yselfin the Wheeler matter, or 
any other the Etc or any person may see fit to 
bring belore you. Respectfully. 
A. H . S t a r e , 
Sanitary and Building Inspector. 
Mr. Starr supplemented his com m unica­ 
tion by assuring the Board that he per­ 
formed his duty without fear or avor, and 
defied any person to name an instance in 
which he had discriminated between rich 
and poor. 


AGAIN TO THE FRONT. 
After the Board had transacted some 
other m inor business the Mayor produced 
and read the following epistle: 


SACRAMENTO, J n ’lV 28. 1890. 
7b the Honorable Board o f Trustees of the Citi/ of 
Sacraenintv: I desire to call your attention to 
the peculiar way in which your Sanitary In ­ 
spector is conducting his duties as a public offi­ 
cer. 
After serving his notices 011 parties to 
clear, their vaults and cesspools he informs one 
Lewis so he can solicit such work as he has 
ordered done. 
Being more than one in the cesspool business, 
it is unjust that I should be taxed to pay an offi­ 
cer to work against me in my legitimate busi­ 
ness 
This policy he has pursued almost ever 
since he was appointed to his present position. 
I can only surmise the reason he has pursued 
this peculiar system, for it is different limn that 
of those who filled the position before him. 
Trusting that your honorable Board Rre ready 
and willing to see thepuhlic business conduced 
honestly and just to each and all. I remain a 
taxpayer, 
j. u. cami bei.l. 
To this ait8ck on his official integrity 
Mr. Starr replied at some length. H e said 
that Campbell (who, he alleges, is an alien) 
had asked him for ail the cesspool and 
vault-cleaning work coming under 
his 
patronage, aud on his refusal to do so 
Campbell caused a statem ent to be pub­ 
lished that he was not in collusion with 
the officials, which publication, the latter 
said, showed Campbell to be a coward. 
H e added that he would not be very apt 
to run after Campbell—Biter such treat­ 
m ent—and tell him where he would find 
jobs at vault-cleaning. Mr. S.arr said, 
furtherm ore, that he courted the fullest in­ 
vestigation of all his acts, and asked the 
Board to cite Campbell to appear at the 
next regular meeting and prove his charges 
if he can. H e also asked that the publish­ 
ers of the Bee be called at the same to 
prove their charges against him. 
The Board promised to call Campbell, as 
requested. 
During the discussion Mayor Comstock 
said he had heard that Starr tried to induce 
the proprietors of the State House Hotel 
to take from Campbell the work of cleans­ 
ing their vaults and give it to Lewis. 
Mr. Starr posted off to the State House 
and returned with the following note from 
the proprietors: 
This is to certify that Mr. Starr never told us 
U> give the cleaning to Mr. Lewis. The fact is, 
Mr. Starr called here on Saturday. July 26 h 
w-heu Mr Lewis was here, hut never said who 
should do the work.

T h re e S enators on th e B lock—A B aseball 
B usiness P roposition. 
The managers of the Sacramento Base­ 
ball Club have about concluded to “sell’’ 
Godar and Roberts and hire other men in 
their places. Reitz may also be disposed 
of. 
It is not because either of the three 
m en is not playing good ball, but for the 
sim ple reason that funds are exceedingly 
low, and the management—by selling these 
star players—can m ake enough money to 
cover w hat losses they claim to have sus­ 
tained since the beginning of the season. 
Reitz, it is thought, should certainly be 
worth $400 or $500, and Colonel Robinson 
m ay pay that price for him . 
Godar is wanted by Manager Finn to 
guard the third cushion, and his sale would 
no doubt net the Sacramento owners a 
couple of hundred dollars more, while 
Roberts may go to Stockton for a neat fig­ 
ure. 
The managers say they would like to 3ee 
Sacram ento win the pennant, but they de­ 
cidedly object to gratifying this desire if it 
is going to cost them about $3,000 out of 
their pockets. The men have not been sold 
as yet, but it is quite likely thev will be. 
This news will no donbt be received by 
local baseball admirers with some suspicion, 
and the sale would, it is feared, give base- 
be.il such a blow in ibis city that interest in 
the game would not revive here 2ga*n.

THAT WRECKED BALCONY. 


W hy It H as B een L eft so Long in th a t 
C ondition. 
There was a called meeting of the City 
Board of Trustees yesterday, at which the 
first m atter taken up for action resulted in 
the explanation of the Pacific Hotel bal­ 
cony mystery. 
The public had for two 
weeks gazed on the wrecked appendage to 
the hotel, and every day wondered why it 
was kept propped up there, opposite the 
Mayor's place of business, as an eyesore to 
ali that passed that way, and a menace to 
pedestrians. The explanation came about 
in this w ay: 
Hubert X. Hawley appeared on behalf of 
the Central Street Railway (whose horses 
had caused the wreck), and said :he com­ 
pany was willing to have the damaged awn­ 
ing repaired, but that no agreement had 
been possible, as Street Commissioner Mc­ 
Laughlin had insisted that it should t>e re­ 
moved. 
The latter acknowledged that the com­ 
plim ent to his judgm ent was a merited one, 
and said he still thongbt the balcony 
sb, uid come down altogether. 
Building and Sanitary Inspector Starr 
also gave the shattered bacony a whack, by 
stating that in another year its condition 
would have warranted its being condemned 
anyhow.

W hen N a tu ral Law s Do N ot Suit, She 
Ig n o res T hem . 
O ur glorious climate and prolific soil 
are responsible for innum erable freaks in 
anim al and vegetable circles. Yesterday 
L. L. W oods of E lk Grove brought to this 
office a bunqh of potato vines of the “ W hite 
B urbank’’ variety, which had not only pro­ 
duced three crops of "berries” beneath the 
soil, but bore a fourth crop on tbeir tops 
more than three feet above the ground.’ 
The lstter were of good size and looked 
like ordinary potatoes, bat were as badly 
Sunburnt as a sum m er tonrist. 
Mr. W oods states that the way in w hich 
he gets more than one crop of potatoes 
from the same vines is to remove the earth 


near the roots, carefully pull the potatoes, 
and then cover the roots np again and irri­ 
gate plentifully. 
Next came A. Menke, the well-known 
Brighton hop-grower, who declared that 
yesterday a young Jersey cow on his ranch 
gave birth to three fine calves, each of 
which weighed seventy pounds, and re­ 
ported that mother and babies were doing 
as well as could be expected. The sire of 
these triplets belongs to the

Menke is in doubt as to w hether he had 
not better quit hop-oulture and go to rais­ 
ing cattle.

No tidings have been heard of the China­ 
men engaged in the fatal affray near 
H owell’s Station, on the Cosumnes river, 
on Sunday last, and who escaped, but it 
has been learned from one of the China­ 
men employed at Dr. H ughson’s place, 
near Florin, that two of them were badly 
wounded in the fight. One had his arm 
nearly broken by a blow from some weapon 
in the hands of one of the white men. 
From the Chinam en at the Hughson 
place it has been learned that when the 
party arrived there on Sunday night they 
gave as a reason for their desire to get to 
the city in a hurry that a relative of one of 
their num ber was dangerously ill, but this 
does not explain how the Florin Chinaman 
learned that two of them were badly 
wounded. 
It seems that when some parties went to 
the Hughson place on Monday and ar­ 
rested the Chinaman who drove the Cosum­ 
nes party to this city, they subjected him 
to a severe beating—at least, his partner 
says so—but let him go before reaching 
town. The Chinam an, fearing further vio­ 
lence, got out of the way, and his where­ 
abouts are still unknow n to the officers. 
The other one, who ran away from the 
Hughs n place on Monday, got up courage 
enough to return, but lie can tell the offi­ 
cers nothing more than that his partner 
took the Cosumnes gang to this city. 
There is a probability that the one who 
drove the wagon can be induced (through 
his friend) to come forth and tell the offi­ 
cers all he knows about the missing Mon­ 
golians, if assured ihat he will not be pun­ 
ished for the part he played in enabling 1 
them to escape. 
The Chinamen left behind them at the or­ 
chard, where they were picking for m arket 
and preserving fruit, considerable property, 
consisting of horses, wagons, farm im ple­ 
ments, dried fruit, etc., beside the unhar­ 
vested portion ot the crop. 
W hat disposi­ 
tion will be made of this it is just now not 
an easy m atter to determine. They had 
business transactions with several firms in 
this city. At the W. R. Strong Company's 
fruit house they had an open account, sell­ 
ing fruit to the firm and drawing money as 
thpv needed it. 
One Chinese m erchant on I street claims 
that they owe him $300, aud it is not un­ 
likely that efforts will be made by some of 
their alleged Chinese creditors to secure 
possession of the property left by them . 
Sheriff McMullen is inclined to the be­ 
lief that the escapes have managed to get 
down the river in sm all boats to some of 
the Chinese fishing boats or camps on the 
islands.

T K IP I.E HOMICIDE. 


R ath er an E ventful l>ay at a Govern­ 
m ent M ilitary Post. 
F ort T homas (A. T.), July 30th.—A 
triple m urder took place this niorniDg near 
F ort Grant, resulting first in the shooting 
of J. W. Cress by Roberts of Bonita. Both 
m en live in the same comm unity and have 
done so for some years, but owing to their 
diderent vocations have not been on very 
amicable terms for some time. 
Roberts is the Constable of his district 
and also rune a small store and saloon, 
w hile his victim (Cress) conducted a dance 
house of the lowest order, which the col­ 
ored soldiers of Fort Grant, who m ain­ 
tained 
the institution, properly named 
“ The Hooks.” 
Colored women of the 
m ost notorious character there held forth, 
and on and about pay-day for the fort, 
which occurs m onthly, they hold high 
carnival, quite frequently resulting in the 
killing of one or more of the nation’s de­ 
fenders. 
Vile drinks and concoctions not 
known to the bartenders of civilized por­ 
tions of the globe, were there distilled and 
poured into the frequenters of this hook 
for more purposes than one. 
Outside of this business Cress had quite a 
num ber of cattle and horses, and from his 
various sources had a snug little income. 
The afl'air through which he lost his life 
was a dispute over some land which both 
parties claimed and wanted to fence, result­ 
ing as above stated. H e died a few hours 
after and Roberts is now under ariest. 
At about 10 o’clock this morning a colored 
ex-soldier named Frank Nelson cruelly 
m urdered his mistress, Sarah McHarris, 
and her three-year-old child, presumably 
through jealousy. 
McHarris, the husband 
of the unfortunate woman, is a soldier be­ 
longing to troop H, Tenth Cavalry, now 
stationed at Fort Apache. They were m ar­ 
ried about five years ago, but after three 
years of married life, and after giving birth 
to her child, she found more pleasure in 
leading a dissolute life, and left a good 
home and husband to become the am our of 
others. She was a pleasing inm ate at the 
hook mentioned above, where the killing 
took place which resulted in immediate 
death. 
Previous to this she led a lite full 
of events not calculated to bring any joy 
to herself, ‘having figured in numerous 
scrapes which resulted more or less disas­ 
trously to some of the participants. She 
was quite young, and had at one time been 
quite an accomplished woman. 
Her m ur­ 
derer, who is now under arrest, served ten 
years in the army, but on account of his dis­ 
solute lite and vicious habits was not re­ 
enlisted a few m onths ago when his term 
of enlistment expired. Since then he has 
gambled most of the time, occasionally with 
rem arkable success.

resenting themselves as wealthy, called to 
b u y his farm a few days ago, and while en 
ro u te to Salem yesterday he m et another 
m an representing him self tobe a Louisiana 
lottery agent, and who induced Jones to 
invest in a ticket. He did, and drew $5. 
H e bought another and got $15 000, which 
the agent said he could not pay unless he 
know Jones’ ticket was worth that amount, 
whereupon Jones came to Salem and bor­ 
rowed $l,000and went to meet the supposed 
agent, who pretended to put $10,000 in gold 
and bonds in a tin box with Jones’ money, 
then gave the box to Jones to keep, sayiDg 
he would meet him in Salem to day and 
cash the ticket.
